By overwhelming vote, the house 
committee on constitutional amend- 
ments gave its approval to the bien- 
nial-session bill at a meeting Tues- 
day afternoon. The vote was so one- 
sided that the secretary stated after- 
wards he did not keep a record of the 
actual count. Only two hands were 
counted raised on the negative side. 

Senator W. W. Mundy, ‘ef the 38th, 
author of the bill, which passed the 


senate at last year’s session, spoke 
vigorously on behalf of his measure, 


and, in the course of his speech, re- 
viewed the history of the fight to re- 
duce the state’s burden of legislative 
meetings. 

Senator Mundy diselaimed any 
credit for the bill, stating that he was 
merely one of 38 members of the up- 
per house whose names were signed 
to it when introduced. 

History of Bill. 

He said that he had introduced 
a similar bill in the lower house when 
he was a member of that body. Being 
a constitutional amendment, to be 
submitted to the people for ratifica- 
tion after the legislature has given 
its approval, it is necessary to obtain 
a two-thirds majority of the entire 
membership before it can pass in either 
house. When first introduced in the 
house, said Senator Mundy, there 
143 who voted in its favor, five 
more than the needed two-thirds vote 
of 138, although at the time there 
were 26 absent members not voting: 

That year, he said, it went to the 
senate, but for some reason did not> 
get on the calendar of the upper body 
for final action until after midnight 
on the last night of the session. At 
that time, he said, there were only 
34 senators present, and it would have 
required an affirmative vote of every 
one of them to pass, 34 being the 
needéd two-thirds of the senate vote. 
It got 28 out of the 34. 

Last year Senator Mundy reintro- 
duced it, with 37 otfler senators sign- 
ing the bill as co-authors, and when it 
cume up for action the vote in its 
favor wag 41 to 5.

AGE-OLD TIMBER 
BEING DESTROYED. 

San Francisco, July 15.—Vast see- 
tions of the great national forests in 
California are funeral pyres today for 
age-old stands of timber. 

Two big fires reported in the Hum- 
bug mountain and Goose Neck moun- 
tain sections of the Klamath national 
forest in northern California were rac- 
ing uncontrolled before a 45-mile 
northwest wind, according to word 
reaching here. In the Goose Neck 
region four sections or approximately 
$,000,000 feet of matured timber have 
been swept over. 

Three bad fires in the Damascus 


section of the Tahoe national forest 
were being fanned by a high wind and 
had burned over 1,000 acres at the 
time they were reported to the United 
States forest service headquarters. 
There are 500 men on the fires and 
an emergency call was sent for 100 
additional fighters. 

A fire in the Bigelow meadows in 
the Shasta national forest already has 
— over ten sections of heavy tim- 
yer 

Motorists along the Pacifie hich- 
way between Dunsmuir and Mount 
Shasta are being asked to aid in ecom-

Another uncontrolled fire was re- 
ported in the Shasta national forest | 
three miles east of MeCloud.

Columbia, 8S. C., July 15.—Crowded

DUAL NATIONALITY 
ABOLISHED BY PAN 


Tokio, July 15—(By the Asso 
ciated Press.)—The government bill 
revising the Japanese nationality law 
and abolishing “dual nationality” was 
passed today by both houses of the 
Japanese diet. 


The revised law provides tpat 
Japanese born in foreign countries 
where birth gives nationality shall 
lose their Japanese nationality from 
birth unless formal action be taken 
to preserve their rights to Japanese 
citizenship. 

The bill was framed particularly to 
<olve the problem of: Japenese born 
in the United States, who, while citi- 
zens of the United States by birth 
also hitherto has been regarded ¢s 
Japanese subjects. 

Under the old law, a male Japanese 
born in a foreign county was permit- 
ted to renounce his Japanese citizen- 
ship up to the age of 17 years. Fail- 
ure to so renounce his ancestral riczhts 
left him still subject to certain Jap 
anese goverpment laws, including that 
,of compulsory military service. 

Agitation for revision of the dual 
citizenship law has continued severa! 
years because of the _ ronfusion 
wrought by the old law.

in this way. Once a day is often 
enough. This early addition of veg- 
etable to the baby’s diet not only pre- 
vents or overcomes constipation but 
probably develops a vigorous digestive 
capacity which stands the baby in 
good stead in later childhood. Weak, 
undeveloped digestive crgans are too 
often the result of too prolonged re- 
striction to a liquid diet. 

Week by week the quantity of 
stewed of steamed vegetable pulp may 
be increased, provided the baby takes 
it without any trouble, and when he 
is ten months old about two table- 
spoonfuls may be given daily. At the 
age of one year a baby ought to be 
taking his vegetable about the same 
as grownups. But not so with re- 
spect to fruit. 

It is generally best to cook all the 
fruit a baby or older child takes until 
the age of four years. Stewed peaches, 
stewed prunes, cooked dates, apricots, 
cvoked figs, apples stewed or baked, 
baked banana or stewed pear may be 
given a baby over ten months of age. 
These fruits should be carefully freedl 
from skins or any stringy material. 
Raw fruit should be withheld until 
the child is over three vears of age, as 
a rule. The use of fruit as a pre- 
ventive and remedy for constipation 1s 
well known to everyone. 

From the age of eight months, about 
three times a week, a baby should 
receive some fresh meat broth, and 
later meat gravy thickened with flour. 
Meat broth is of some value as a lax- 
ative item, aside from its food value. 

For children over a year old a small 
vlass or orange juice taken first thing 
in the morning on waking is often the 
only laxative required. This serves 
as well for children as the famous 
morning hot or cold pint of water 
with a pinch of salt in it (if desired) 
does for many elderly subjects of con- 
stination. 

The body of a newborn infant is 70 
percent water: about 58 per cent of 
an adult's weight is water. The very 
young haby requires one-fifth of his 
own weight of water daily. A compar- 
atively large amount of water is es- 
sential for the baby’s health in gen-

Speaking agzinst the repeal, Sena 
tor Spence said that it was an eco- 
nomic and not a politica] issue, al- 
though it had been made a political 
football in the-senate. He said that 
all the “hullabaloo” over the tax 
equalization law was uncalled for. 
He cited figures from the records of 
the comptroller general to show thai 
land in MeDuffie county paid three 
and one-third cents per acre ‘n taxa 
last year and that the average tax on 
land is 5 cents per acre. He said the 
present law is a fair one, and that the 
trouble was with the administraticn 
of the law by local authorities rather 
than with the statute. ; 


On roll call, Senator Pace. of the 
13th district, made a short 
speech urging that the law be re- 
pealed. He and Senator Stovall, au 
thors of the senate substitute repeal 
bill, voted for passage of the house 
measure, which had previously been 
unfavorably reported by the senate fi- 
nance committee, 


Uniform Note Law Passes. 


| The upper house Tuesday passed by 
la vote of 30 to 4 the caiform nego- 
tiable instrument law, which declares 
and codifies the law relative to ne- 
gotiable instruments. The measure 
| was introduced by Senator Johns and 
others. 

Two other bills were passed, one 
providing for limiting the argument 
{of counsel in criminal courts of the 
| state to two attorneys for each side. 
|The other measure was by Senator 
King, of the 11th district. — 
would repeal the act creating a state 
service bureau effective January 1. 
1925. The vote was 35 for passage 
and 5 against. 

On motion by Senator Smith, of the 
Qoth district, the Atlanta  via- 
duct bill was taken from the table and 
placed on the calendar in the regular 
order. When the senate adjourned, 
the measure was next in order for con- 
sideration, and it is therefore prob- 
able that it will be taken up next 
Thursday. The bill would amend the 
charter of Atlanta to permit constrac- 
tion of viaducts over the railroad 
tracks at Pryor street and Central 
avenue. The measure was tabled last 
week on Senator Smith’s request. 
House Disagrees With Committee. 

The upper house disagreed with the 
ecummittee report recommending pas- 
isage of a measure by Senator Pace 
which would amend the state civil 
code relative to principals in con- 
tracts. 

Senator Stovall, of the 29th dis- 
trict, secured unanimous consent to 
postpone consideration of his measure 


to abolish capital punishment in Geor- 


out of portions of Macon and Hous- 
ton counties, with the county seat at 
Fort Valley. The measure has al- 
ready been passed by the senate. 

The motor bus bill was defeated 
early in the day’s session, after a 
few speeches both from its support- 
ers and opponents. It has been the 
subject of debate since last Wednes- 
day, having been the center of sev- 
eral determined filibusters launched 
at different times by both sides. 

Motor Bus Bill Def ‘ 

Representative Wood, of Fulton, 
author of the measure, spoke vigor- 
ously on behalf of the bill just be- 
fore it went to final vote. He denied 
charges that the bill was sponsored 
by railroads and electric railway com- 
panies. 

Though the bill is now dead, inso- 
far as this session is concerned, it 
was stated in private by several mem- 
bers that they thought some means of 
regu¥iting the motor bugs industry 
would be passed by the legislature 
next year. Just what the provisions 
of -this regulation will be it is, of 
course, impossible te forecast, but 
that the rapid development of this 
new method of commercial transpor- 
tation will compel regulatory action 
soon, was the opinion °xpressed. 

Representative Mann, of Glynn, 
rose to a point of personal privilege 
during the session to deny a state- 
ment, attributed to Representative 
New, of Laurens, that the state high- 
way department inspired Mr. Mann's 
bill for a $40,000,000 state bond issue 
for the building of a state system of 
hard surfaced highways. Mr. Mann 
declared the department had nothing 
to do with the submission of his 
measure. 

Produces Circular of Information. 

The Giynn representativ also chal- 
lenged another charge attributed to 
Mr. New, to the effect that the high- 
way department had failed to furnish 
certain information asked of them in 
a house resolution adopted last year. 
Mr. Mann produced a printed circu- 
lar which he declared was a complete 
answer to Mr. New’s question and 
said it had been read in {ull by the 
clerk of the house. FE. B. Moore, 
cierk. confir.ned this statement. 

Representative Knight, of Berrien, 
furnished the feature of the closing 
minutes of the session by announcing 
that Thursday he would declare war 
on unregistered lobbyists.

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GLOBE FLIERS SIGN 
IN BOOK OF KINGS 


Paris, July 15.—(By The Associat- 
ed Press.) —The American round-the- 
world fliers were honvred today when 
they signed by invitation the golden 
register of the Hotel de Ville, plac- 
ing their names alongside those of 
the kings and queens and political 
heads of all the European govern- 
ments and notables from ail over the 
world inscribed there, and were re- 
ceived by the president of the repub- 
c 


What gave the intrepid airmen the 
greatest pleasure in the day’s develop- 
ments, however, was their receipt of 
«wn autographed letter from their com- 
rade, Major Frederick L. Martin, who 
commanded the flight until his acci- 
dent in Alaska, wishing them the best 
of luck on the remainder of their trip. 
The letter was brought by Robert W. 
Dewey, who left the fliers on the 
Pacific coast. 

M. Pointel, vice president of the 
municipal council, received the avia- 
tors at the Hotel de Ville in the ab- 
sence of the president of the council. 

“You are an honor to the human 
race,” declared M. Pointel, in welcom- 
ing the Americans, while the secre- 
tury general representing the prefect 
department of the Seine, 
added : 

“The American fliers have two 
elaims on France. First, the Ameri- 
eans are related to the French in 
sentiment, and ,second are _ united 
with them in the memory of the 
bloodshed in a common cause.” 

City authorities held the airmen 
=o long at the city hall that they were 
a few minutes late for the reception 
by President Doumergue, which was 
arranged at the last moment. The 
head of the state gave them a cordial 
welcome. 

Tired and weary of their 18,000- 
mile battle against the air. the fliers 
today took a breathing spell in Paris 
and planned to hep off for London 
ecrly in the morning. 


LONDON TO WELCOME 
FLIERS TODAY. 
London, July 15.—With the arrival 
in Paris and the approaching visit 
to England of the American army, 
round-the-world fliers, the achieve- 
ment of the aviators are receiving 
more attention in the newspapers 
than at any time since the airmen left 
America. Much space is devoted in 
the Paris dispatches to their safe 
landing in the French capital. 
Arrangements are being made here 
for a big gathering of prominent air 
enthusiasts at Croyden, Wednesday.
